Troops Ready to Sail From San Fran* 
cisco at a Moment’s Notice. 



Aniont; Them Are Five Companies of the 
14th United States Infantry, and 
One Kattery of AO Heavy Ar- 
tillery, Under Capt. Terry. 



San Francisco, May ‘~5. — The first 
^Manila expedition is now re ad at a 
moments notice tJioufrh it is not ex- 
pected to sail until Wednesda}'. It 
comprises 2,o(J0 men under the immedi- 
ate command of Maj. (len. Anderson, 
whose headquarters are on the Austra- 
lia, which is lyino^ in the stream Tues- 
tlay nin'ht in close proximity to the 
City of Peking’ and Cit\’ of Sidney. 
^Vhen the last soldier had embarked 
and the vessels drew from away from 
the dock all the bells and wliistles an- 
nounced the God speed of all the boys 
of San Francisco.

(Spain’s Flying: Squadron C'ooped Up in San- 
tiago liarbor — Its Capture or De- 
struction Almost Certain. 



New York, Mav' 2.'». — A Washington 
dispatch to the Herald is as follows: 

^^pain’s flying squadron will fl3' no 
longer. Its race is run. Cooped up 
in the harbor of Santiago de 
Cuba, its destruction or capture 
is considered by officials hei^e to 
be merely a matter of time. Before 
the harbor are the armorclads of the 
American navv, readv* to give battle to 
Adra. Cervera's me.n-of-war the mo- 
ment thc3' poke their no.ses out of the 
channel leading to the sea. 

Official advices announcing these to 
be the positions of the opposing fleets 
■were received at the navy department 
Tuesday night from the commander- 
in-chief of the American force operat- 
ing in front of the harbor. It w'as 
these advices which enabled the au- 
thorities to deny emphatically the re- 
ports that an action* had occurred in 
the Windward pa.ssagc. 

Whether Commodore Schle3’ shall at- 
tempt to force his way into the haibor 
to meet the Spanish fleet therein, is a 
a point which he alone is believed to 
l>e competent to pass upon, and which 
he alone must decide. 

So important is considered the re- 
tention of the Spanish fleet in the har- 
bor of Santiago de Cuba or its destruc- 
tion that the authorities do not pro- 
pose to let it escape, and if necessary 
the ironclads in front of Santiago de 
Cuba will be reinforced. 

.So clarified has become the atmos- 
pliere as a result of the bottling up 
of the Spanish fleet in .Santiago De 
Cuba that the authorities are now 
cagerU’’ and earnestl3’’ pressing for- 
ward the militar3' expedition which 
will invade Cuba. 

This expedition will unquestionably 
start this week and will l>e supported 
1)3' a formidable force of ironclads, 
which will be deta.iled to bombard Ha- 
vana under the command of Kr. Adm. 
Sampson while the army raake.s the 
land attack.

Washington. May 26. — The presi-

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas, An act of congress was ap- 
proved on the 25th da3' of April, ItsDS. 
entitled “An act declaring that war 
exists lictween the United States of 
America and the kingdom of Spain,'’ 
and 

Whereas, By an act of congre.ss. en- 
titled. “An act to provide for tem- 
porarily increasing the military estab- 
li.shment of the United States in time 
Df war and for other purposes,*’ ap- 
proved April 22, 1S9S, the president is 
authorized, in order to raise a volun- 
teer army, to issue his proclamation 
sailing for volunteers to serve in the 
arm3’ of the United States; 

Now, therefore, 1. William McKin- 
lev, president of the United States, 1)3- 
virtue of the power vested in me b3' 
the constitution and the laws, and 
deemincT sufficient occasion to exist, 
have thought tit to call forth and here- 
by do call forth, volunteens to the ag- 
gregate number of 7.5,000 in addition 
to the volunteers called fortli by mv' 
proclamation of the 2od of April, in 
the present year; the same to l>e ap- 
portioned, as far as practicable, among 
the .several states and territories and 
the district of Columbia, according to 
population, and to sei^ve for two 3’ears 
unless sooner discharged. The pro- 
portion of each arm and the details of 
enlistment and organization will be 
made known through the war depart- 
ment. 



Key We.st, May 2G. — What threat- 
ens to develop into an ngly affair, if 
not a Iv'nching, occurred Wednesday 
night and the situation is decidedly 
serious. 

A report was circulated Wednesday 
evening that a marine had been shot 
and killed b3' a Negro from a second- 
story window. Nobody seemed to 
know what had become of the victim 
or perpetrator, but the report had 
reached the sailors and marines, the 
latter of whom were enjoying their 
first da3^'s liberty since arriving here, 
and thc3' formed into two battalions 
and marched on the jail with loaded 
revolvers. 

Sheriff Knight met them at the door 
of the jail and parlev'ed, assuring 
them that the Negro was not in cus- 
tod3'. The invaders drew off a short 
distance and selected two blue jackets 
and one marine to go through the 
jail. The sheriff was powerless to re- 
sist and made no attempt Twelve 
Negroes were found in jail, but as the 
identit3' of the supposed murderer was 
a mysterv', the part3' was halted. 



Some of the more turbulent spirits 
suggested the H’nching of a Negro on 
principle, but upon the sheriff promis- 
ing to find and produce the assailant 
if the stor3' were true the party left 
and scoured the town in the hope of 
coming upon their man. The feeling 
among the “.lackies’’ and the marines 
against the Negro population is in- 
tense, aggravated b\' Wednesday night's 
affray when Charles Kitchen, also a 
Negro, shot and wounded two seamen. 
Their revenge will be quite as well

The latter were keeping well under 
cover Wednesday night.

With a View of Retaining Thptn in th« 
Event I'eace is Force«l Upon Them 
by International Law — Func- 
tions of the War Board. 



W’a.shington, Ma3’ 25. — There are 
signs in Madrid that have been noted 
here .seeming to warrant the supposi- 
tion that there has been a complete 
change in the Spanish plan of conduct- 
ing the war. Indications are believed 
to point to a relaxation if not a 
total abandonment of the efforts 
to conduct the campaign in Cuba 
and the NVest Indian waters. The 
natural conclusion, if this premise i.s 
well founded would be that the 
Spaniards were going to concentrate 
their entire energies to the defense of 
the Philippines with the view to re- 
taining them in the event peace is 
forced upon them b3* virtue of the 
principle of international law which 
limits a victorious nation in inderani- 
f3*ing herself from the vanquished to 
the territory she actually occupies 
when peace is declared. So the retreat 
of the Spanish squadron from the 
NVest Indies would be significant, first, 
in the danger it would place Dewey 
immediately, and second, in the hint 
it would convc3’^ that the Spanish mind 
for the first time contemplates the 
possibilities of peace. 

The war board, latel3’ known as the 
strategy board, had a short session 
Tuesda3' morning. There appears to 
be a great misconception on the part 
of the public and newspapers as to 
the nature of this board, its composi- 
tion and manner of work. Accord- 
ing to the popular mind this board 
sits in the nav3' department and with 
autocratic orders directs the move- 
ments of fleets and the execution of 
plans of campaigns down to the very 
smallest details. This conception has 
led to a goo<l deal of comment, some 
humorous and some serious, at the ex- 
pense of the board, and the idea had 
even spread to Europe, where so con- 
servative a paper as the London Times 
has delivered itself of this criticism: 

“It would be wise in the future to 
leave the direction of operations to 
naval commanders. Councils have 
never proved capable directors of war. 
Their proper function is to obtain infor- 
mation and to forward it to the admir- 
al, who must be, as Nelson claimed 
the right to be, free to act when the 
fitting opportunity arrived.*’ 

Now Secretar3’ Long is a member of 
the war board; at least he is frequent- 
ly with it during its sessions, and he 
sa3’s that the views of the Times as to 
the proper functions of a war council 
express exactly the functions con- 
ferred upon and exercised by the naval 
war board. It has worked ceaselessly 
and intelligently to learn the move- 
ments of the enemy and the en- 
emy’s plan.s, and to gather all kinds 
of information that could be of value 
to the United States naval command- 
ers now at sea. It has not undertaken 
to hamper them with unnecessar3* in- 
structions, but supplying them with 
all information obtainable that 

might assist has kept ever in 
mind the principle that the com- 
mander on the spot is the per- 
son best qualified to act. The 

board has not made a single mistake 
since the beginning of the war, was 
the tribute that Secretary Long paid 
to it. Just how little it interferes 
with our naval commanders is shown 
in the epigraraatic message to Dewey 
at Hong Kong. 

“Commence operations at once, par- 
ticularly against the Spani.sh fleet. 
You must capture vessels or destrov. " 

There was no suggestion there of un- 
necessary instructions. And again at 
San Juan, according to Secretary 
Long, all that the board did was to 
authorize Adm. Sampson to proceed 
as he did and attack the place. lie 
likewise had no vexatious limitations 
pas.sed upon him.” 













The Big Battle Ship, After a Trip ol 
13.000 Miles, Arrives in Safety 
at Jupiter, Fla.

NVashington, May 26.— Secretary 
Long has received an official dispatch 
announcing the arrival of the battle 
ship Oregon in Jupiter Inlet, Fla. Her 
safe arrival in the inlet was rcporU:d 
immediately’ to the president. 

The Oregon left Mare Island, Cal., 
13.000 miles away’ from Jupiter, on 
March 19, so she has averaged 200 
miles a day for 65 days. As a matter 
of fact the vessel has made much bet- 
ter speed, for a good many’ days were 
lost in taking coal at the' .South 
American ports, and again by’ her long 
detour to reach Florida after having 
left Bahia, Brazil.

g Movement Upon Porto Rico to Be 
Bogun at Once — The Towu Will Be 
Bombarded by Adm. iiampsoii. 



NVashington, May’ 26. — The more im- 
portant movement now under way is 
the taking of i'an Juan, I’orto Rico. 
Commodore Schley’, with his flying 
squadron, will remain off the harbor 
of Santiago and may’ bombard trie 
town. The fleet of Sampson tvill, 
however, renew the attack on San 
Juan, and it will be accompanied by 
an army of 15,000 or 20,000 men. 

This army may be led by Gen. Miles 
himself. Already’ there is assembled 
at Tampa the best contingent of the 
regular army, and in the harbor is a 
fleet of 16 ocean transports carrying 
from 900 to 1.500 men each. This ca- 
pacity will transport with reasonable 
comfort an army of 15,000 men. 
It is the hope to capture San 
Juan and occupy it with the 
army of the United States 

before the rauch-talked-of Cadiz fleet 
can reach American waters. The idea 
is to have the forces of the regular 
army’ accompany Sampson, to be re- 
lieved by the volunteers after the forti- 
fications shall have been reduced and 
the town of San Juan occupied. 



England Well Pleased. 

London, May 26. — The morning pa 
pers here give prominence to dis- 
patches from the United States telling 
of the celebrations in honor of the 
queen’s birthday. The Daily News 
says: “C-ertainly some opportunity 

should be given to reciprocate these 
demonstrations of good will. This 
will naturally occur on the Fourth of 
July.” 



The Terror Left Martinique. 

New York. May 26.— A Washington 
dispatch says the government is in- 
formed that the Spanis'n torpedo boat 
Terror left Martinique Wednesday. 
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Washington, May ‘-6- — There seems 
to be no longer any doubt that the 
Spanish fleet, now in Santiago harbor, 
is hemmed in by’ Commodore Schley s 
s<[uadron, and that their escape is al- 
most, if not quite, impossible. Mem- 
bers of the cabinet are exultant over 
NVednesday's news, and although they 
are not willing to make public the 
source of their information, they re- 
gard it as perfectly trustworthy. They 
are not willing to state the exact posi- 
tion of .^ampson's fleet, but do say 
that it is* acting in concert 
with Schley and can come to his 
relief at any time should the situation 
require it. The publishetl report that 
another and more formidable fleet is 
en route from Cadiz to the relief of the 
imprisoned squadron is not credited 
by’ members of the administration, 
but .should this prove to be the fact 
the move would be welcomed by’ 
our naval authorities, as it would 
certainly result, it is said. in 
the destruction of the two fleets 
instead of one. It is authoritatively’ 
stated that the situation of the Santi- 
ago harbor is such that our gunboat.s, 
which are available for the purpose, 
could successfully’ prevent the escape 
of the Spaniards, thus relieving a con- 
siderable part of both Sampson’s and 
Schley's fleets for operations elsewhere. 
Members of the administration regard 
the present situation as most 

favorable for our cause and do 
not doubt that in a very’ short 
space of time the Spanish fleet 
will be utterly’ destroyed, and active 
operations begun against Havana and 
(ruba by’ both our military’ and naval 
forces. The safe arrival of the Ore- 
gon at .lupitcr inlet, Fla., is spoken 
of with great satisfaction by members 
of the cabinet. Capt. Clark, in 

his message to the secretary of 
the navy, reports his safe arrival there 
and says that he is in condition for 
immediate active operations at the 
front. 

The harbor of Santiago is probably 
one of the best protected in the world. 
The entrance is between two high 
bluffs little more than a stone's throw 
apart, with the eastern hill crowned 
with an antiquated stone structure 
known as Morro castle. For nearly’ a 
mile the channel is very narrow and 
from Morro castle to Fort Catalina, a 
distance of one-quarter of a mile, 
it is hardly’ more than 300 feet 
wide.

The basin of San- 
tiago harbor is about two miles long 
and the distance from shore to shore is 
less than a mile at its widest point. 

Madrid, May 26. — Official telegrams 
from Cuba confirm the report that Rr. 
Adm. Sampson and Commodore Schley, 
with their combined squadrons are 
now in front of Santiago De Cuba 
blockading Adra. Cervera. Ministers 
consider that Santiago possesses suf- 
ficient defenses to render null and 
void any aggressive action the enemy 
may’ take. 

The position of the American squad- 
ron will cause the government to take 
immediate action, though it is un- 
known as yet what form this action 
will as.sume.

— The 
waters south of Cuba have suddenU* 
become the scene of great naval activ- 
it\’. Commodore Schle.v, who left Ke3* 
West last Thursda3* w*ith the battle 
ships Massachusetts and Texas, the 
armored cruiser Brooklyn and the 
armed \*acht Scorpion, is believed to 
Ije cruising off Cienfuegos and Santi- 
ago De Cuba. 

When the Dand3* left Key West last 
Friday morning, Adm. Sampson was 
still there. It was the opinion of na- 
val officers that he would sail for Cien- 
fuegos soon bv the eastern route, the 
two fleets thus completing the circle 
of Cuba. 

The battle ship Iow*a followed Com- 
modore Schle3’’ on Frida3*, but was 
overtaken oft’ Cape San Antonio on 
Saturda3’^ b3* the torpedo boat Dupont 
with secret instructions. Tlie battle- 
ship iramediateU* increased her s^jeed 
to tlie limit and when last seen was 
guarding the entrance to the passage 
betw*een the Isle of Pines and Cuba. 
The Dupont rushed on toward Cien- 
fuegos. 

Five British war ships are now in 
the vicinity of Jamaica. The Spanish

COL. JOVA’S STORY. 

Spaniith lie|j:iment Lu.t Three Hundred 
Men by the Bombardment f>f Carde- 
nas by the Nashville. 

Kkv West, Fla., Ma\* 2.5. — Col. Juan 
F. .lova, who was the vice United 
States con.sul in Sagua la Grande, and 
who is now* a colonel in the Cuban 
armt*, arrived Tuesda\* morning from 
the province of Santa Clara, being de- 
tached from his command b\* Gen. 
Gomez, who sent him here on a mis- 
sion to Adm. Sampson and Commodore 
Remet*. 

Col. Jova left Caibarien on a United 
States tug. He says that the natives 
are dropping dead in great numliers 
ilaiU* in the streets of Santa Clara. 
The regiment at Santa Calina that at- 
tacked the Nashville w*hen an at- 
tempt w*as made to cut the cable at 
Cienfuegos. lost 300 men, almost anni- 
hilating it. 

He sa.vs that on Mav 19 the Cubans 
attacked the town of Santa Clara, but 
wei*e forced to retreat liefore a superioi 
force. Jova sa3*s there are more than 
1,100 wounded Spaniards in the hos- 
pitals at Santa Clara. All of them 
were hurt in the Cardenas and Cien- 
fuegos fights. The wounded w*ere 
brought to Santa Clara on trains, and 
suffered greatU* en route. 

The Cubans, Jova savs, were com- 
pelled to attack Santa Clara in order 
to get food. They got w hat thev* w*ent 
for, and then quit fighting.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 



First &«salar Ssssioa. 

Washington. May 2a— Skn.vi’e— While sev- 
eral important para^rraphs in the war revenve 
measure were passed over Thursilay for fu- 
ture consideration, excellent progress w.i.-* 
made by the senate in the consideration of the 
bill. Two- thirds of the measure has been 
read, the committee amendments generally 
having been agreed to. Mr. McLaurin (dem.. 
S. C.) opened the dLseusslon of the bill Thurs- 
day with a carefully prepared speech touching 
all of its features. He expressed the hoi»e 
that the bill would pass as reported 
by the majority of the committee on finance, 
with the exception of the stamp tax. which he 
thought quite unnecessary. The proposition 
to place a stump tax upon proprietary articles 
and perfumerj' articles now in stock arou-sed u 
lively discussion. It was regarded as retro- 
active legislation and. as such, was opposed by 
many senators. The paragraph has not been 
disposed of finally. 

House— The adjournment of the house to 
Monday postponed until iit.xt week any possi- 
ble consideration of the Hawaiian resolutions. 
On the opening of the day’.s session Chaplain 
Gouden referred feelingly to the late William 
E. Gladstone. ”In the death of this grand 
old man.” the chaplain said, **Our hearts go out 
in gratitude to Thee for his great 

character as a writer, statesman and 
Christian, which has been felt throughout 
the world." Mr. Grosvenor (rep.. O.) called 
up the labor arbitration bill as amended and 
passed by the senate. He explained the 
amendments as being either salutarj* or un- 
necessary. saying they had been approved by 
the friends of the bill outside of congre.s.s. 
He moved to concur in the senate s amend- 
ments. After debate, confined to the proposi- 
tion to send the bill to conference, in which 
many members participated, a roll-call upon 
agreeing to the senate’s amendments, thereby 
effecting the bill’s passage, was ordered, re- 
sulting in yeas 219. nays -t. 

Washington. May 21. Senate— At the con- 
clusion of Friday’s session of the senate the 
reading of tne war revenue measure had been 
completed. About .seven-eighths of the amend- 
ments proposed by the .senate committee have 
been agreed to. Those remaining are, quite 
naturally, the most important in the bill and 
will provoke a deal of dLscussion. The prin- 
cipal amendments yet to be pas.sed upon 
are those relating to the i.ssuue of bonds and 
certificates of indebtedness, the tobacco 
tax. the tax on proprietary articles, the issue 
of greenbacks, the coinage of the silver seig- 
niorage, the issue of silver certificates, the in- 
heritance tax, and the tax on corporations 
The action upon some of the amendments will 
be dependent upon that on others. Mr. Aid- 
rich (rep.. K. I.) Fridaj' offered as a substitute 
for the paragraphs relating to the coinage of 
the .seigniorage, the issue of silver certificates 
and the issue of legal tender notes, the 
bond provision prepared by the republican 
minority of the committee on finance. If the 
bond provision should be accepted by the sen- 
ate. the amendments offered by the democrats 
in lieu of it will naturally be rejected. Mr. 
Daniel (dem.. Va.) delivered an extended 
speech opposing an i.ssue of bonds and sup- 
porting the substitute paragraphs proposed by 
the democratic majority of the finance com- 
mittee. 

House — N ot in .session. 

Washington. May 21.— Senate- For five 
hours Monday the senate had the war revenue 
measure under discussion. The entire lime 
was o^cupi'.d by Mr. Chilton (dem.. Tex.); Mr. 
Lod-,e (rep.. Mass.), and Mr. Turley (dem., 
Tenn.). While Mr. Lodge confined 
himself to a discussion of the pro- 
posetl lax on corporations and bank 
deposits, strongly urging that such taxes lie 
not imposed; Mr. Chilton aud Mr. Turley cov- 
ered pretty fully the general features of the 
bill. Their speeches dealt comprehensively 
with the theories of taxation and were there- 
fore. in the very n.iturc of things legal and 
technical dis.sertations upon the subject. No 
action of any kind was taken upon the bill. 

HorsE— The day in the house was devoted 
chietty to the consideration of District of Co- 
lumbia legislation. Two bills of minor im- 
portance affecting the volunteer military were 
passed. 

WASHiNG'roN. May 2.'».— Senate That fea- 
ture of the war revenue measure placing a tax 
of one quarter of one per centum upon the 
gross receipts of corporations was under dis- 
cu.ssion in the senate throughout Tue.sday's 
session. Incidentally the proposed tax on 
bank deposits was adverted to. The principal 
speeches were delivered by Mr. Platt (rep., 
Ct.) and Mr. Ijindsay (dem.. Ky.) both ot 
whom vigorously attacketl the corporatiou 
tax. The weight of the fcrmcr's argument 
was thrown against the tax on the gro*aaJ 
that it was uncon.-titutional because the tax 
wa.s not levied alike upon all person.^ cngage<l 
in a particular lines of business. He main- 
tained that an occupation lax could be levied 
provided that the conditions were fair and 
equitable, but that the business of a corpora- 
tion could not be taxed, simply becau.se il 
was conducted by a corporation. Mr, Lind- 
say vigorously antagonized the pro- 
posed issue of legal tender notes, de- 
claring that it accentuated the existing 
menace to the gold reserve of the treasury and 
wa.s, besides, the dearest money ever devi *.e<l. 
He held that such an is>ue would be a blow 
to the nation’s financial credit. He also pre- 
sented an argument against the proposed cor- 
poration tax. maintaining that if enacted into 
law it would breed a batch of lawsuits in- 
stead of providing what the government need- 
ed-ready money with which to conduct the 
war operations. 

House— The session of the hou.se Tuesday 
was brief. Several bills were passed, notably 
those for the organization of the naval hospital 
corps; to facilitate military trials for small of- 
fen.sos; and to authorize the appointment of a 
commission to allot certain lands and tosecum 
the cession of others from the U tah Indians, 
in their reservation in Utah. 



Washington. May *26.— Senate -Late Wed- 
nesday afternoon Mr. Allison (la.), in charge 
of the war revenue bill in th* senate, endeav- 
ored to secure unanimous consent that a final 
vote on the measure be taken 011 Saturday 
next before adjournment. Mr. Teller (CoU) 
objected. Mr. Daniel (Va.). in reiterating Mr. 
Teller's objection, sounded the first note of de- 
lay against that measure that has been heanl 
since the debate began. He declared that 
there was no emergency which required the 
immediate passage of the bill and frankly an- 
nounced that if certain provisions of the bill 
put into it by the democrat-i on the finance 
committee were not agreed to hy the senate he 
would offer some amendments to the measure 
that probably would precipitate debate. He 
strongly intimated too. that if the war sho Id 
not be prolonged, it might not be iiec*essary to 
provide so .such revenue as the pend- 
ing bill would raise and a 
desire to await developments that 
in all likelihood were close at hand before 
passing upon a bill that meant so much to the 
people as this one. Speeches on the general 
features of the pending bill were delivere«l 
Wetlnesday by Mr. Stev/art (pop.. Nev.); Mr. 
Allen (pop.. Nfeb.). and Mr. Caffery (dem.. La.). 
Before the revenue bill was taken up Wednes- 
day morning the peu.sion deficiency appropria- 
tion bill was passed. It earrietl nearly 19,000.- 
000 .

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NEW DYNAMITE GUN. 

The I.atewt Deviee for Tli rowing: Sliclla 
Eouded with llifch fclxpioMivec 
nnd Its Operation. 

The newest type of dynamite giincon- 
aists of two tubes jdaeed directly one 
above the other, whereas in the old tj'pe 
t.iere are three tubes placed side by 
side in the same horizontal plane. The 
elimination of the third tube means a 
great saving in. the weight of the gun 
nnd at the same time it is claimed its 
effectiveness is increased. It is said 
that the gun can be fired at least five 
.times in two minutes. 

Of the two tubes the upper is several 
feet the longer and is smooth bore. It 
receives the projectile, and the material 
used in its con.struction is cither brass 
ir steel, the latter being preferables. 
Within the lower tube there is an inner 
tube in which the blank cartridge con- 
taining seven ounces of smokele.s.s pow- 
dci is placed. The inner tube opens into 
1i»e lower tube, which in turn o])cnsinto 
the upper tube through a port immedi- 
jnely behind the projectile. When the 
projectile is placed in the upper tube 
and the blank cartridge in the lower, 
the breeches are clo.se<l and the gun is 
ready for firing. The pulling of the 
lanyard t'xphxles the smokeless pow- 
der, which compres.ses the air in the 
tube, and thi.s., passing into the upper 
tube through the port, exerts there a 
])ressure of .'5,000 pounds to the square 
inch. This pressure expels the j)ro- 
jeclile. The air forms a cushion and 
protects from shook the walls of the 
shell, and, it is claijued. obviates the 
danger which rvoidd follow fiom the 
c-UTCUSsion of the powder were it ex- 
jdoded directly behind the projectile. 

The entire length of the jirojeetile 
used is 34 inches. This includes a tail 
piece about ten inches in length and 
fitted with a vane set at an angle that 
insures slow rotation. The body of the 
shell is a brass cylinder having a conical 
I’.ead containing a fu.se. The main 
body of the sheb contains usually a 
charge of explosive gelatine, 'although i 
guncotton or any otlicr ex])losive may ■ 
be used. The ignition is effected by . 
means of a mechanical fuse, and it is 
sc. arranged that the explosion can fol- j 
low immetJiately upon impact or ' 
may be delayed for as much as six sec- 
onds thereafter. When the shell strikes 
ll'.e water or any other object, a small 
stc el ball, acting ns a hammer, is driven 
forward by the sudden retardation of 
the flight of the shell and strikes one or 
Uiore percussion caj>s causing a de- 
tonation. This ignites a t ube of }>owder 
communicating with tlic fulminate of 
mercury, and so exf>lodcs succe.ssively 
the guncotton and the main explosive. 
The fuse embodies a device which ren- 
ders the shell inactive until it has trav- 
eled at least 300 feet from the gun. This 
device is very ingenious. There is at- 
tached to the head of the fuse a little 
vane or windmill, which is fastened to 
a threaded rod running back into the 
head of the fuse far enough to press on 
the small steel ball mentioned, and hold 
il in place. .\s the j)rojectile pa.sses 
tlirough the air the blades revolve, and, 
in revolving, miserew the threaded rod, 
and thus release tlie small steel ball, 
which is now ready to run forward and 
explode the primers. 

In connection with the firing of the 
gfun there is neitltei* snioke nor noise. 
It cannot be heard at the distance of 
one-half mile, nor can any smoke be 
seen. Thus it would be nearly impos- 
sible for sharpshooters or rapid-fire 
gunners to IcHTte the gun.— N. Y. Sun.

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CUTTING CORN STALKS. 

A Device That Is Just as Good on a 
Small Farm as the Most Expeii- 
.slve Contrivances. 

I send a sketch of a device 1 u.se for 
cutting cornfodder, for feeding-. Where 
one wants to feed a team of horses or 
a cow or two, it i.s all that is needed. 
The space between the ends of the 
floor boards (.\) and the crosspiece (B) 
should be inches wide, for the hay 
knife to work in. Make the box wide

enough for a jierson lo stand in by the 
side of a bundle of fodder. IMace the 
bundle in the box butts foremost, put 
one foot on it, and ciit'in lengths to 
suit — 1 cut four to eight inches — until 
you come to the band, then reverse the 
bundle and cut from the lop. I’se any 
ordinary hay knife. Every farmer 
knows the advantage of cut pornfodder 
over whole stalks. — A. S. For.sman, in 
Ohio Farmer. 

CAPACITY OF SILOS. 

Table* Givin;; the Average Weiaht Per 
Cubic Fo<»t of -\Vell-Matareil 
aii«l .Settled KnNilaK'e. 

It would seem as though we might be 
excused from answering over and over 
again questions releting to the capacity 
of silos, but it is perhaps fair to as- 
sume that others are much like our- 
selves — not over careful to preserve the 
information not specially needed for 
£) resent use. 

Silage varies in weight per cubic foot 
principally for the amount of pressure 
TO which it has been subjected. Hence 
the last foot, or flve feet, in a silo, which 
has been filletl up to 20 feet deep is 
nnich heavier (because more compact) 
than the first foot, or five feet. 

The following table gives the average 
weight per cubic foot of well matured 
corn silage, at differeut depths, after 
settling two days, and the average for 
the entire dejith:

May Be Done by JudiclonK Short- 
en iiiK of Growth. 

A good authority says that at plant- 
ing time the top should be pruned to a 
straight whip not more than 24 or 3(J 
inches high. With modern implements 
of cultivation there is no need of having 
the tops formed as cur fathers used to, 
so as to allow a horse to walk under the 
blanches. By forming the top low, 
there is less danger of injury from high 
winds, and because the fruit is near the 
ground the expense of harvesting is 
much less. The pruning the first year 
should consist in shortening the lead- 
ing branches of the last year’s growth, 
leaving them distributed along the 
stem left at planting time, -\void hav- 
ing the branches radiate from a com- 
mon center. If jiroperly distributed 
along the trunk, a branch broken by 
wind or an overload of fruit works no 
permanent injury to the tree. Hrnn- 
ing after the first year should consist 
in shortening the main branches so as 
to form a short-joir.!ed, comiitict head. 
Continue this shortening process each 
[ year, doing the work when the wood is 
dormant. In this way the trees will be 
kept low, and the fruit within ea.sy 
reach. J.,ow trees will support all the 
fruit a tree ought to cariw; the expev.se 
of ladders will be saved, fhe fruit can 
be more rapidly harvested, and at lea.*t 
ten years will be added to the lifetimf 
of the tree. If vigorous growth is al- 
lowed each year without shortening, 
in a few years the weight of the fruit is 
borne at the end of long branches, 
which are sure to break with the first 
load of fruit, destro\'ing the tree just 
when it ought to be in its prime. Many 
make the mistake of thinning too much 
the small twigs from the insidf 
branches. They will bear as good 
fruit as is grown on the tree. Nature 
will indicate when they ought to be re- 
moved. Much of the work of tliinniino 
the fruit may be done by judicious 
shortttying of the annual growth. This 
can be done in winter when work is less 
crowding, — Rural World.

Find the number of square feet in the 
bottom of the silo, multiply this by 
depth of silage and the product will be 
the total cubic feet of silage. For in- 
stance, if a silo is 12x15 feet inside 
measurement, and 20 feet deep, it will 
have 3.000 cubic feet, and when well 
filled with mature corn, the average 
weight, per cubic foot, will he 33.3 
jiounds, or 120,000 pounds (00 tons) for 
the whole.

Green rye is 
given the same analysis as pasture 
grass, but from experience I doubt if 
it is as valuable. For soiling, how’evorit 
is of greater value than pasture grass 
by reason of the enormous quantities 
that may be secured from so small a 
piece of ground. If sown early it may 
be cut in the fail and then two or three 
crops cut from it In the spring. Rye, 
either green or the grain, produces no 
particular elTect different from other 
foods of the same cla&k — National

Eradleatlnir Currant WorniH. 

The currant worm is a slow traveler, 
and seldom leaves the clump of bushes 
where it was born and bred, even when 
it gets into the moth stage. Where they 
aw once eradicated on a farm some 
years of exeniption may be hoped for, 
even when the pest is plentiful a few 
miles away. Still, the use of hellebore 
every spring, just as soon as the cur- 
rant leaves appear, and renewing it 
after every rain, is advisable. 1: is far 
better to head off tlie intriidL-r before 
the damage is done, than to wait until 
currant bushes are stripped bare. In 
the latter case probably some of the 
I worms have gone into the pupa stage 
before the poison is applied, and will be 
on hand another spring. — American 
Cultivator. 

Faint to Itepel llurersi. 

All kinds of insects are attracted to 
the plants which are ajipropriate for 
their food, or where their eggs should 
be laid, by +lie sense of smell. Any 
strongly smelling coaling over trees 
which will disguise its natural odor will 
protect them Irom attack. White paint 
has such a distinct odor, and is so per- 
manent that it is perhaps the best coat- 
ing to apply to tree trunks. But a still 
cheaper substitute may be found in 
common whitewash, into which some 
carbolic acid diluted has been mixed. 
This also holds the peculiar smell ol 
carbolic acid ail through the season. 

To Secure Good lleMult*. 

No doubt there are many men in the 
dairy business feeling that the results 
from the dairy have not been satisfac- 
tory. In many cases the feed is to 
blame— there may have been only dry 
feed given the cows. If a silo is u.sed 
and filled the coming fall the returns 
from the dairy will be greatly enhanced 
in value. Cows need succulent feed 
through the winter as well as in sum- 
mer, and it will pay to put up a silo if 
five or more cows are kept.—DakoU 
Field and Farm.

Three Centuries Behind Americans. 
Several papers dealing with the Penn- 
sylvania coal region* appear in The 
Century. Henry Edward Rood, writing 
of “A Polyglot Commu.’aity,.’’ says: 
More than oiie-balf tb* total number 
of immigrants into the United States axe 
coming from Austria-Hungary, Italy, 
Poland and Russia. While official sta- 
tistics are not available, yet careful in- 
vestigation leads to the belief that per- 
haps 50 or 60 per cent of arrivals from 
the countries mentioned hava had no 
regular occupation, while pos.i#thly iJO 
per cent may have been servants or la- 
borers. Five years ago the Kev. Mr. 
Maujerie, himself an Italian, i.u< com- 
pany with the writer made a tour of oh- 
sciTyation through the Lehigh region of 
Pennsylvania, aud stated that in his 
opinion the Italian* working there were 
] about three centuries behind Americans 
in their standards of living — that is, in 
their ideas as to food,, clothing, shelter, 
wages, work and general intelligence. 
Since that time there has been no im- 
provement in the class of immigrants 
arriving at our ports.
